C.  M.  A.  Concert. 
A  smart  shower  which  made  its  ap- 
pearance suddenlyThursday  afternoon 
discouraging  effect  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Cohasset   Musical  Assc- 
and  their  friends,  and  it  was 
hardly  expected  that  a  large  audience 
would  venlure  out  to  the  Autumn  Re- 
hearsal of  the  association  to  be  given 
the  Town  hall  on  that  evening. 
The  shower  did  not  last  long  how- 
ever and  long  before  the  hour  of  com- 
mencement the  hall   was  more  than 
comfortably  filled,  a  fact  which  well 
illusirated  the  great  interest  whieh  is 
taken  in  the  association. 

Promptly  at  8  o'clock  the  fifty-one 
members  of  the  association  filed  Into 
the  hall  and  from  this  time  until  the 
close  of  the  concert  the  attention  of 
the  audience  was  closely  held  by  the 
performance  of  the  different  numbers 
of  the  programme,  a  copy  of  which  we 
print  below.

The  twenty-sixth  annual  exhibition 
of  the  Hingham  Agricultural  and 
Horticultural  Society  opened  Tue; 
day  with  rather  unfavorable  weather 

The  exhibit  as  a  whole  In  the  hall 
was  extremely  satisfactoiy,  and  ex- 
ceeded the  anticipation  of  the  man- 
agement. It  really  was  the  best  display 
of  fruit  and  garden  product  we  have 
seen  in  years,  and  was  fair  to  look 
upon. 

The  stock  exhibit,  of  horses,  cattle, 
sheop  and  swine,  were  larger  than  any 
of  the  society's  displays  for  the  past 
eight  or  ten  years,  and  all  the  pens 
were  full. 

The  principal  attraction  of  the  day 
was  the  arrival  of  the  FifthRegiment, 
M.  V.  M.,  which  took  place  on  the 
arrival  of  the  morning  boat  from  Bos- 
ton. The  evolutions  of  battalion 
drill  were  gone  thiough  with,  after 
which  the  regiment  assembled  in  the 
upper  hall  for  a  collation.  In  the 
afternoonthey  gave  a  dress  parade,  and 
departed  for  the  3.40  boat. 

Wednesday  the  second  day,  dawned 
cloudy,  but  with  wanner  temperature, 
and  the  attendance  was  very  much 
larger  than  the  preceding  day.
